I have  tho  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  on  the  health  ©f  the 
Borough  for  the  year  1959*  '^'hc  mid-year  population  was  estimated  14j300s 

compared  with  14s 270  in- 1958* 

The  livo-hirths  numhorod  231?  cbmpared  with  274  in  1958?  giving  a 
fall  in  tho  hirth-ratos  which  was  clo.se  to  that  for  England  and  Yi/ales  as 
a whole  .i  There  were  11  still-‘births.  During  the  year  10  infants  under 
a year-old  died?  compared -with  5 in  1958,  7 In  l957-'rnd-13  in- -1956.  •'■KSeyen 
of,- th©  ' ton  '.•.■ere  und^r  a v/eek  old* 

Deaths  of  residents  totalled  131  (l58  in  1958)  giving  a slight  fall 
in  the  death-rates  which  v/as  lower  than  that  for  the  country  as  a v/h.)le« 

Of  the  total  of  deathss  46  per  cent » were  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart 
and  circulatory  systems  and  over  17  per  cent  to  cancer  of  one  type  or 
another.  There  was  a reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  cancer.  There 
were  no  deaths  associated  with  pregnancy  or  childbi.  dh.  Deaths  due  to 
infectious  or  notifiable  diseases  include  8 due  to  Pneumpnia  a,nd  2 due 
to  Influenza,  ivccidents  accounted  for  10  deaths,  4 8eing  motor  accidents. 

There  were  10  nev/  cases  of  Tuberculc'Sis ? some  of  them  being  nev\^ly 
arrived  residents  from  other  areas.  During  the  year,  there  -were  22'  not- 
ifications of  infectious  and  notifiable  diseases  (excluding  Tuberculosis). 
There  v/ere  no  cases  of  Diphthoria,  Meningitis>  Enteric  Pevor,  Poliomyelitis? 
Pood  Poisoning. 

In  addition  to  the  day  to  day  work  of  tho  Health  Department,  consider- 
able progress  was  made  with  the  carrying  out  of  the  Council’s  Slum  Clear- 
ance programme.  Other  work  included  tho  immunization  of  children  and  young 
adults  against  Poliomyelitis,  and  the  protection  of  children  against  Tuber- 
culosis by  means  of  B.C.G.  vaccination. 

Sections  C,D  and  E,  concerning  water  supplies,  sewerage,  inspections 
of  factories,  housing  and  food  a.nd  drugs,  wore  v;ritten  by  your  Public  Health 
Inspector,  hr.  L.  Graham,  to  whom  I am  indebted  for  his  co-operation  and 
off icicncy. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  all  tho  Officers  of  the  Council  for 
their  ready  help  at  all  times  throughout  the  year.

Examination  of  this  Table  shows  that  there  wore  6l  deaths  due  to 
diseases  of  the  hnart  and  circulc^tory  system,  and  23  deaths  from^cancer 
of  all  sites.  Corresponding  figures  for  the  previous  year  are  79  and  29 
respectively.  There  were  lio  deaths  from  tuberculosis.  Deaths,  from 
pneumonia,,  bronchitis  and  other  respiratory  diseases  totalled  I5  (15  in 
1958). ■'  There  were  six  deaths  from  lung  cancer,  compared  ’with  5 in  1958 
6 in  1957,  7 in  I956,  3 in  1955?  1 in  1954  and  11  in  1953-  Th..ro  wexo  4 
deaths  due  to  motor  accidents,  and  6 duo  to  other  accidents.

This  met  with  some  opposition  principally  because  of  the  costo  The 
difficulties  were  finally  resolved  and  at  the  time  of  writing  the  scheme  is  in 
nand  = 


Water  from  the  deep  well  supplying  eight  bungalows  in  Papermill  Lane  again 
showed  some  variation  in  quality  and  necesitated  frequent  inspection  of  the 
high  level  storage  tank. 

Sewers  and  Sewerages  In  my  Annual  Report  for  1958  I made  reference  to  the  plans 
of  the  major  sewerage  scheme  being  submitted  to  the  Ministry.  The  scheme  has 
not  yet  b-jen  approved  although  a vast  amount  of  preparatory  work  has  been  done, 

x^gain  I have  to  report  that  the  Council's  Grant  Aid  scheme  for  tho  con- 
version of  pail  closets  to  water  closets  had  a very  poor  response.  Only  two 
applications  were  received  during  the  years  both  conversions  were  by  means  of  a 
connection  to  a sewer. 

V/ork  in  connection  with  the  service  of  notices  under  Section  45?  Public 
Health  Acts  1936  requiring  conversions  is  ,,,'roceeding  but  this  is  time  consuming 
and  only  limited  progress  is  being  made. 

House  Refuse.  Collection  and  Disposals  The  difficulties  of  recruiting  men  for 
refuse  collection  to  which  I referred  in  my  last  Annual  Report  continued  during 
the  year  under  review  and  for  only  one  short  period  did  ’we  have  a regular  7 day 
collection  in  parts  of  Flint.  The  absence  of  a proper  access  road  to  some 
properties  in  the  Bagillt  Area  brought  complaints  from  the  occupiers  and  the 
binrnen.  In  one  case  the  length  of  carry  is  about  200  yards  over  rough  ground. 

Refuse  disposal  during  the  year  presented  no  problems.  Labour  on  the  tip 
was  steady?  covering  materials  were  in  reasonably  good  supply  and  flies  were 
kept  to  a minimum.  The  latter  was  an  expensive  process  tut  v/ell  worth  it  to 
control  these  objectionable  little  creatures. 

Nightsoil  Collection  and  Disposals  This  service  continued  to  run  very  smoothly 
during  the  year  and  a seven  day  interval  betv/een  collections  'vas  maintained.

After  my  remarks  on  sev/erage  it  is  ovident  that  "pail  closets"  and  "night- 
soil  collection"  are  terras  which  will  be  in  current  use  in  Flint  for  a fe\/  years 
yoto  Frogresss  ho\/ovor3  is  being  made  and  I can  forsee  the  time  when  the  night- 
soil  collection  service  can  be  discontinued. 


Salvage  of  Waste  Papers  Again  the  price  received  for  ?/aste  paper  remained  steady 
throughout  the  year.  The  only  drawback  to  this  was  the  increased  cost  of  baling. 

Just  over  82  tons  v/ere  baled  during  the  year  compared  with  89  tons  in  1958* 


Septic  'Tank  and  Cesspool  Emptyings  This  service  ran  very  smoothly  during  the 
yeai".  The  time  lag  botwoon  a request  for  a septic  tank  or  cesspool  to  be 
emptied  and  the  job  being  done  v^as  never  more  than  3 days. 

It  was  again  possible  to  hire  out  the  vehicle  engaged  on  this  ?/ork  to  other 
Local  Authorities. 


Rodent  Controls  79  infestations  ?/ere  reported  and  dealt  with  du.ring  tho  year 
comparod  with  68  during  1958.  In  addition  to  this?  routine  control  Y/^rk  was 
carried  out  on  property  owned  by  the  Council  other  than  Council  houses, 

Se?/er  treatments  rovoalod  4 small  areas  of  inf estationsj  2 of  those  v/cre 
near  tho  very  unsatisfactory  outfalls  in  Flint. 

Inspections  of  Factoriosg  I6  inspections  of  factories  were  carried  out  dur- 
ing the  yoar  of  these  only  4 wore  special  visits,  Tho  remainder  v/ere  second- 
ary to  visits  to  factories  for  some  other  purpose,

Slum  Clearances  6 Clearance  Areas  were  declared  during  the  year  involving 
23  houses. 

Clearance  Orders  were  made  in  tvro  cases  and  both  ■.7ere  the  subject  of 
objections  by  tho  ovmers.  Inquiries  wore  held  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  and  in  each  case  the  Order  v/as  confirmed  without  modification. 

Purchase  by  agreement  was  arranged  in  respect  of  the  properties  included 
in  3 of  the  Clearance  Areas.  Negotiations  for  purchase  of  the  houses  in  the 
remaining  n.roa  proved  abortive  and  a Compulsory  Purchase  Order  \;as  made.  At 
the  time  of  writing  a decision  on  the  Order  is  still  awaited. 

Since  the  submission  of  the  Council's  slum  clearance  programme  a total 
of  141  houses  have  been  dealt  v;ith.  This  means  that  at  the  end  of  1958  'the 
programjno  was  in  arroar  by  a total  of  59  houses.  It  now  seems  most  unlikoly 
that  the  programme  v/ill  be  completed  by  tho  end  of  1962  as  was  noped. 

Slum  Clearance  is  undoubtedly  one  of  tee  most  pressing  needs  in  the 
Borough  and  I v;ould  ask  the  Council  to  give  this  matter  every  priority  in 
the  next  two  years.

Prom  Table  X it  will  be  seen  that  there  was  a fall  in  the  prevalence 
of  infectious  diseases.  Most  of  the  measles  cases  occurred  in  the  middle 
half  of  the  year. 

Most  of  the  measles  cases  occured  in  children  between  the  ages  of  three 
and  nine  years.  There  were  no  cases  of  whooping  cough.  Parents  are  encouraged 
to  have  their  children  protected  against  this  very  disabling  dis-oaso.  Three 
injections  at  monthly  intervals  are  enough  to  protect  a child  against  both 
diphtheria  and  ?/ho  oping  cough. 

There  were  8 deaths  from  pneumonia?  compared  with  two  in  1958 » There 
were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis.  Vaccination  against  this  disease  was  con- 
tinued? and  the  local  response  was  good.  During  the  year  21? 021  persons 
in  the  County  had  received  the  two  injections.  Since  Poliomyelitis  vaccin- 
ation began  in  1958  37? 255  persons  in  the'  County  had' been  vaccinated  by  the 
end  of  1959 •

There  v/ere  no  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  compared  ’Kvith  1 in 
1958®  There  were  no  deaths  from  non-respiratory  tuberculosis. 

It  will  bo  seen  from  the  above  Table  that  there  were  9 new  cases  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis j and  one  non-pulmonary  case.  The  continued  number 
of  cases  notified  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  the  incident  of  tubercul 
-osis  is  increasingybut  it  implies  that  fewer  cases  remain  undetected, 

(The  above  numbers  include  recently  arrived  residents)  (The  numbers  in 
1958  were  I9  cases-all  pulmonary). 

Satisfactory  housing  has  a considrrable  effect  upon  the  recovery  of 
cases  of  tuberculosis  andy  where  necessaryy  "points"  are  given  on  medical 
grounds  of  tuberculosis  who  are  applicants  for  a Council  house,  I continue 
to  be  extremely  grateful  to  the  Council  for  their  continued  sympathetic 
sideration  of  those  cases  and  to  your  Housing  Manager y Mr.  H,  Byrne y for 
his  close  co-operation  with  the  Health  Department,

In  1959  the  Unit  visitedy  anenget  oth.-.r  ^pla  "-Oo  in  the  Couniiy,  " v • . 
Courtaulds  and  Summers  factories  In  addition  to  thisy  the  semi-static 
Unit  "G"  continued  to  visit  Holpvolly  Moldy  Rhyl  and  Shottony  every  three 
weeks.  The  response  by  the  public  was  good.  School  children  over  13  years 
of  ago  vi/ere  _ -rayed  a,t  the  Semi-Static  Unit  or  by  the  mobile  Unit  visiting 
the  Schools.  In  tha  County  as'  a wholcy  893  school  childreny  and  teachers 
Y/ore  examined.  At  the  Semi-Static  Unit  visitsy  355^  persons  were  examined. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis.  This  valuable  measure  in  prevention 
of  tuberculosis  in  children  was  introduced'  to  Flintshire  schools  in  1958.  By 
1957  'the  service  was  working  well.  Children  botYvoen  13  und  I6  years  are  skin 
tested.  Those  showing  a negative  reaction  to  the  test  arc  given  one  injection 
which  it  is  hoped  protects- them  for  life,  At  the  Blessed  Richard  Gwyny  Roman 
Catholic  School y 42  children  were  tested  and  28  received  the  necessary 
injection.  At  Flint  .Secondary  ].LO->rn  /--.-.ho  .-1  • 98  were  tested  and  5I  were 
vaccinatedy  all  v/ithout  any  ill  effects.  Children  attending’ Grammor  Schools 
outside  the  area  Y/ero  also  tested  and  treated.  This  proceedure  is  carried  out 
only  with  the  consent  of  the  parents.

Supervision  of  aged  or  infirm  persons  is  carried  out  hy 
the  Health  Visitors  -and  hy  memhers  of  the  Health  Depa  i.d;mont , ''Wiore  removal 
to  hospital  is  necossaryj  compulsory  pov/ers  have  occasionally  to  he  used  in 
cases  where  the  p.atients  being  aged?  infirm^  physically  handicapped,  or  un- 
able to  look  a.fter  themselves  refuse  to  enter  hospital.  Those  measures  are 
used  a,s  a last  resort,  as  generally  persuasion  is  sufficient. 
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
